“Being funny is no laughing 
matter,” says Danny Kaye. 

The wiry, golden-haired enter- 
tainer, currently making passes 
at farce in Warner Bros.’ Tech- 
nicolor comedy, ‘The Inspector 
General,” at the ......

“’m not a gag comic,” says 
Danny.

Danny spends all his time 
studying human weaknesses that 
are apparent in real life.
